Applicant's representative suggested the following amendment to claims 28 and 43: '...at least one radio cell arranged 
in the overall area for communicating with a mobile user unit and transmitting a signal containing coordinates to the 
mobile user unit within the system...'. Applicant's representative argued that the 103(a) rejection noted in the Final 
Rejection filed on 4-13-2006 of Alperovich in view of Yun does not teach '...at least one radio cell arranged in the 
overall area to transmit a signal containing coordinates to a mobile user unit within the system...'. Examiner disagrees. 
The secondary reference Yun clearly teaches the claimed limitation in col. 12, lines 22-38 and col. 13, line 59 - col. 14, 
line 21, The proposed changes to claims 28 and 43 may not be entered. The proposed changes would require a 
further search.
